Isa Blifter ufelefs, becaufe it is 
not to be drank like a Potion?— Or rather 
is not our Food te be eaten, becaufe too 
much would furfeitus ? Is not our Money 
ufeful, becaufe it is not to be eaten? ——

will be Strength and Nourifhment. 

Muft it be true, that becaufe thefe poor 
People may not be ufeful every where, they 
muft be therefore ufeful no where? Muff it 


be true, that becaufe we want no Weavers, 


that therefore we want noMiners,noPlough- 
men, no Husbandry ? Does it follow, that 
becaufe there is no Looms unemploy’d, / 
mean that the Trade calls for, that therefore 
there is no Land unemploy’d ? Tho” Spitsie- 
fields is full, New Forve(t may be emp:y—- 
I muft therefore repeat it again. 

You may; if you pleafe, fo plant thefe 
People, a3 to make them a publick Good to 
Us. 

You may fo plant them, that they fhall 
not take away one Days Work from our 
Poor. 

You may fo plant them, as that they fhall 
encreafe the Employment of our own Peo- 

le. 

Yon may fo plant them, 2s that they fhall 
help to raife the Rate of Wages, the‘ Price 
of Provifions, and by Confequence theValue 
of Lands in thofe Places, where they are 
at prefent too low. 

You may fo plant them, as that they 
fhall be every Mans Advantage, and no 
Mans Hinderance. 

But sake it with you as you go; 1 cannot be 
fo partial as not to fay it—And it ands as 
my ObdjeGion again ft the Proje of receiving 
private Propofals for employing thefé Peo- 
ple. 

Tf you fet one Man or Woman of them 
to work on any thing, on which any one 
Man or Woman was employ’d in here be- 
fore, unlefs you at the fame tine ia Pro- 


portion encreafe the Confumption of that 
thing, they are fo employ’d upon——_—. 
You fo far injure your own People ; for that 
Perfon, fo before employ’d, muft fic ftill 
and want Work, or invade fome other 
Body’s Employment; and that other Body 
anothez’s, and fo on, till at laft one Perfon 
re want Work, that was employ’d bee 
ore. 

This, I prefume, is felf-evident a 
Tt is the fame Argument indeed, that I for- 
merly us’d in the Cafe of our Work-houfes 
—which I never yet heard anfwer'd, and 
which ftands as an eterval ObjeGion againft 
their being in the leaft ufeful to our Trade, 
whatever they may be to our Manners. 

1_ bring this home to our Cafe, and can- 
not but humbly reprefent it to the Com- 
miffioners, who now fit to receive Propo- 
fals; Whoever make: Propofals to receive 
thefe People into our Manufa@ures, where — 
others are already employ’d, or into any 
Bulinefs where our own People are already 
employ’d—Except they can prove, there 
is.a greater Vent for thofe Manufa@ures, 
than our own Hands can fupply, or can — 


procure a new Vent for them, which was 


not kaown before—Are but Thieves to our 
Trade—And will briag in the -poor Peopie 
to their own Hurt, and ours too. 

I fhall lay no S:refs on the mutinous 
Temper of our People—And am far from

muft add, that we are to confider their 
Gircumftances, and they fhould not be 
try’d, whether they can be made mutinoue 
or no.
